Many sins are committed by testers in the 
j name of science. 
Very few of them realize the 
difference between a «Kienc and-a fe-hnology.

I the pre«ent time testing is a technology and not 
a science, and many year- of work are necessary j 
I b« for.- the results will be of any gTeat scientific! 
importance. 
Far from presuming to measure intelligence, j 
tester- meuely compute a score on the test vr. 1 
then try to fftid out bow us- ful that score may be 
The efforts i f the psychologist« to produce 
something better in the way of 
techniques for measuring a tta in -1 
ment in specific courses ha^e not 
always been particularly brilliant,» 
nor have the results been a 11 to-;

For 
purposes of admission the test score does not earn, 
and therefore does not deserve, as much weight 
as the regular entrance examinations of the col­ 
lege entrance board. 
As an additional b t of evi­ 
dent *• available in border-line cases, thi- t«-st score 
is a very great help to the admi-sions committee. 
If after admission the problem becomes that of 
predicting academic marks two years hence, i. e., 
at the end of sophomore year, the tests earn and 
receive as much weight as the entir» 
series of 
examinations of the C. E. E. Board. 
Thi« Is a very surprising fact, and one 
that 
is not understood. 
Whether the tests actually do 
something in the way of mental mcasurcm« nt, or 
simply include <*-rtaln significant types of work 
not ordinarily included«- in otHer examinations, it.

Many years of work Ajll probably' be
